B TTER consumption has gradually de- 
clined from a peak of 18.3 pounds per 
person in 1934 to a low of 8.4 pounds 
in 1953.

Why produce Grade B butter?

depends, to a large extent, on sales push be

What about the quality of butter? We have 
several grades available. We need to know 
what the consumers prefer and which one 
can compete successfully with oleomargarins 
We also need to know what the consumer 
opinions are regarding various character! 
tics of butter and of oleomargarine and what 
effect price might have in determining the 
consumer's choice 

Recently a survey was conducted by the 
Oklahoma Agricultural Experiment tation 
to find the answers to some of these que 
tions. In this survey, samples of grades AA 


A, B, and C butter and a sample of oleomat 


garine were submitted to housewive n 216 
households in Payne County, Oklahoma. The 
respondents were classed a’ urban residing 


in cities of 2,500 or more population), rural 
non-farm (residing in towns of less tha 
2,500 population), and farm 

The samples were identified by number 
only. Each respondent was asked to rani 


the samples on the basis of flavor pread 
ability, and appearance, She was then asked 
if she thought any of the samples was ol 
margarine. Additional samples containing 
varying amounts of color and of ilt were 
also submitted 

Each respondent was asked questions re 


garding their opinions of butter and of oleo 
margarine, and their ideas concerning the 
price of the two products 


Grade A ranked first... 


In flavor preference the consumers ranked 
the samples in the following order 
A, AA, and B of butter, oleomargarine, and 
Grade C butter. The farm group ranked the 
samples of butter in the order of grades, that 
is, AA, A, B, and C. The preference for 
Grade A butter over Grade AA probably re 
sulted from the fact that the Grade AA wa

made without starter culture added and wa 
characterized a: flat and tastele by 
several of the respondents. The Grade A, on 
the other hand, had considerable flavor and 
perhaps was more like the butter to which 
the people have been accustomed 

This suggest that sweet cream butte 
made with a good starter culture would en 
joy good acceptance 

Since the consumers preferred the two 
highest grades of butter and since Grade B 
ranked next to oleomargarine, the question 
arises Why make Grade B butter?” Since 
the price spread between oleomargarine and 
butter is relatively great, our butter must be 
distinctly 
to warrant the higher price. It would appear

Irrigation can be profitable 


If you will now agree that Irrigation i 
the practice of replenishing soil moisture 
then I think you are ready for this state 
ment Provided the crop has sufficient pe 
tential, irrigation will pay profits where lack 
of soil moisture is the limiting factor in pro- 
duction. In other words, irrigation is one 
improved practice that will pay dividend 
when used in conjunction with other im- 
proved practices, 

I like to think in terms of irrigation being 
another big step toward controlled environ 
ment. When we cultivate a crop in orde 
to kill competing weeds, we are controlling 
the environment 

In extreme cases, plants are grown in 
greenhouses where all the major condition 
are under the control of mar This is im 
practical for such a crop as our forages, but 
when irrigation is employed along with other 
practical environmental-controlled factors, It 
pays handsome dividends 

In discussing pasture irrigatior we should 


make some comparisons, We should thin 


in terms of potential income for crops bein,

CLEAN UP 
GRAIN BIN 


Before the crop goes in for per 


manent storage, grain bins need a 
thorough clean-up for insect and 
rodent control 

A Minnesota entomologist lists 
the following procedure for clean 


ing and treating bins 


1. Repair any holes in bins with 


sheet metal to prevent rats and 
mice from getting in the grain 

2. Sweep out all old grain and 
feed from cracks, corners and 
crevices. If you have an air com 
pressor, blow the cracks clean 
with an air hose. 


3. Fumigate hold-over grain with 
a commercial grain fumigant. Keep 
non-fumigated grain separate from 
the new crop 

4. Spray storage bins with DDT 
or methoxychlor. Mix either chem

STRAW HARMFUL 
TO LEGUMES 


Purdue agronomists say that it 
is always advisable to remove 
straw from fields which yield more 
than 25 bushels of wheat and 40 
bushels of oats per acre. Clipping 
is necessary if the legume and 
grass seedings are to survive. The 
best practice is to bale the straw 
after the stubble is clipped 

A wheel-type rake can be mount- 
ed in front of the tractor to rake 
windrows directly in front of the 
baler pickup 

Straw choppers are available for 
some models of combines The 
chopper shreds the straw and dis 
tributes it evenly over the field 

While saving the legume stand 
is more soil-conserving than ja\ 
ing the straw, the straw should 
never be burned 

Where sweet clover is seeded 
straw should not be clipped. Ex- 
tensive root growth is made by 
sweet clover in late summer and 
early fall the first year and it can 
be severely damaged or killed by 
clipping after the grain harvest. 
Sweet clover stands heavy straw 
and stubble competition better 
than other legumes 

Clovers and alfalfa may be 
clipped close to the ground. Close 
clipping helps to control weeds but 
does not interfere with recovery 
growth that comes from crown 
buds at the soil surface. Limited 
pasturing helps work the straw to 
the ground and will not harm the 
clover unless continued too late in 


the fall 


IF OAT 
SILAGE IS FED 


When oat silage is fed to high- 
producing cows, they need more 
hay or other feed than when they 
are fed alfalfa or corn silage 

In in Illinois experiment Hol 
stein cows producing from 30 to

Feed fall fresheners well

production after they freshen. Feed silage and hay. 


ANY dairymen do not ex- 
pect the herd to do much for 
them after mid-summer 


If they are bred for fall freshen- 
ng, many of the cows are due to 
be dried off before long. The hot 
weather doesn't help production 
nor do the flies and mosquitos 
Accepting these facts, the poor 
production and low returns are 
considered inevitable, and little is 
done about it. This is an attitud 
which a good dairyman cannot af- 
ford; it's too expensive 


Primarily feeding problem 


Even though most of the cows 
are not at their best money-mak 
ing stage of milking, much of the 
lowered production is nutritional 
ind can be helped by improving 
th feeding (loser attention to 
feeding details between now and 
fall can go a long way toward 
paying the tax bill, even if the 
milk checks aren't as big as they 
will be later 

The first step is to see where 
the feeding is falling down, and 
the first place to take a look is 
the pasture. What did it give the 
cows during June that is lacking 
now? The most obvious answer is 
“more grass Next, the available 
grass is more mature and not as 
good feed. This all adds up to less 
milk-making nutrients and _ the 
cow cannot make milk without 
them 

There are several ways to im 
prove the situation. We can: 

1. Improve pastures they are on 

2. Pasture crops intended ‘for 
hay or silage, 

3. Cut and feed fresh green crops 

1. Feed hay and silage, and 

» Feed more grain 


Old pastures beyond repair . . 


The things we might do for the 
old, eaten-down, dried-up pasture 
won't pay very large dividends this 
year If we can get the animals 
off, the pasture may recover sul 
ficiently to give more fall pasture 
We might do a little better than 
that if we have irrigation equip 
ment and can put some water on 
when needed 

If we have the problem this 
year, and have had it in previous 
years, it will still plague us next 
year, so its a good time to get set 
for renovating old permanent pas- 
tures or planning the others 

There's still time to seed Sudan 
grass or other quick-growing hot 
weather crops It will soon be 
time to seed winter rye for stretch 
ng the late-fall grazing and for an 
early start next apring 

if we have some second-crop 
meadow, it may be good business 
to graze part of it, even if it 
means buying a little hay next 
winter. Or, since there's usually a 
lull in the pressure of summer 
work, we might do some green 
feeding from some of the hay land 


Feed silage and hay... 


If we can't figure out a logical 
way to get enough forage into the 
cows from pasturing or green 


feeding, then we must turn to 
silage and hay 

Stepping up grain feeding will 
hold production pretty we as lor 
as the cows can fill up on grass 
even though the quality is not good 
and it is not as nutritious 4a 
earlier in the summer. But whet 
the pasture gets so short that 
animals cannot fijl up during a 
reasonable grazing day, then it 
more profitable to do part of the 
job with forage 

A rack of hay spotted in the 
pasture, preferably in a shady 
apot near the water supply, where 
the cows can eat cafeteria style 
will do wonders to Keep the cow 
milking. Some dairymen keep th 
hayrack in the pasture and keep it 
filled from the time the cows go 
out in the spring. Some experi 
ments have indicated that hay 
feeding does not pay when the 
cows are grazing top-quality pa 
ture, but how many herds are or 
top-quality grazing at this time ol 
the summer’ 

The rack of dry hay is still the 
best bloat insurance we have when 
the cattle are on alfalfa or clover 
and there is no argument against 
it when pastures are not tops. Hay 
feeding should start before pa 
tures get so poor that milk pro 
duction hits the skid 


Silage good substitute 


It is hard to beat good silage 
either corn or grass, for holding 
ai 


production wher pastures 
This has been a particularly poy 
ular spot for grass silage. If w 
use corn silage we must carry 
over enough trom the winter t[ced- 
ing to take care of summer nee 
This means more silo space 

If we have an empty silo in the 
spring, part of the first cutting 
from the meadow can be put in a 
silage to be fed during late sum 
mer Then the silo is ready for 
the corn silage in the fall But 
when we summer-feed  silags 
must be fed every day, and gen 
erously enough to keep ahead o 
spoilage 

It’s probably going to take a 
little more grail: per pound ofl 
milk than was needed in early 
summer, possibly right up to win 
ter levels, and we may need to 
up the protein a bit for sor of 
the pasture craps such as Sudan 
or with corn silage 

It may look foolish to fuss much 
about holding up production at this 
time when cows are approaching 
drying off. Why not lay off now 
then pour the feed to them after 
they calve when we are making 
our base? I won't argue against 
good feeding after they fresher 
that should be done. But the ex 
tra milk from our “strippers” will 
pay good returns on the extra feed 

In addition, if we hold their 
flesh, and if needed, put a little 
more on them and the dry cows 
by good feeding now, they will 
give us more milk after they 
freshen in the fall when prices ar 
up, and will build us a better base 
at the same time,

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Why produce 
Grade B butter?

and twice normal color, respec- 
tively. By “normal” color is 
meant the medium shade of but- 
ter on the market today. A strong 
majority of the respondents indi- 
cated a preference for this norma! 
shade. 

For salt preference tests, sam- 
ples from the same churning ol 
butter containing none, 0.5 per 
cent, 1.0 per cent, 15 per cent, 
and 2.0 per cent of salt were sub 
mitted to the respondents who 
were asked to select the sample 
that best suited their taste 

The rank in preference for salt 
content was as follows: 15 pet 
cent, 10 per cent, 2.0 per cent, 
05 per cent, and unsalted. None 
of the samples had a distinctly 
higher consumer preference than 
any of the other samples, except 
that the unsalted sample had a 
low rating. The results indicate 
that a salt content of about 15 
per cent is preferred, but that it 
can be varied considerably and 
still have good consumer accept- 
ance. 


Few could tell difference 


The consumers showed rather 
poor ability to distinguish between 
butter and oleomargarine. After 
the respondents had examined the 
samples for taste, spreadability 
and general appearance they 
were asked, “Which, if any, of 
the samples do you think is or 
are oleomargarine’” 

Only slightly less than 16 per 
cent correctly identified the one 
sample of oleomargarine. About 
15 per cent more picked the sam 
ple of oleo along with one oi 
more samples of butter. Several 
respondents picked one or more 
of the samples of butter as being 
oleo while over 41 per cent said 
that all the samples were butter 
1 per cent said they were oleo 

These figures are rather dis- 
turbing. If people can't tell butter 
from oleo, how can we expect to 
sell butter at a higher price” 

Another’ disturbing fact re- 
vealed by the survey was that 
many of the producers of milk 
and cream freely admitted they 
used oleomargarine. If dairy farm- 
ers themselves aren't sold on the 
superiority of butter, how can 
they expect other people to use 
it? It appears that we need some 
consumer education among our 
producers as well as among the 
consumers 

The respondents were asked 
their opinions regarding certain 
characteristics of butter and of 
oleomargarine. A majority of 
them considered butter superior 
to oleomargarine in taste, appear 
ance, food value, and cooking 
quality. Oleomargarine was pre- 
ferred to butter in uniformity of 
quality, keeping quality, and 
spreadability. The opinions of the 
consumers suggest a need for im- 
provement in these characteristics 
of butter. 

We cannot expect the consum- 
ers to choose butter over oleo- 
margarine if the quality varies 
greatly. Perhaps consumers’ grades 
will eliminate much of the criti- 
cism on lack of uniformity. With 
consumers’ grades, the housewife 
will know the general quality of 
the butter she is buying and wil! 
not suffer the disappointment 
commonly experienced when she 
chooses her butter by brand name 
or by statements on the carton 

The consumers prefer butter 
with good keeping quality and it 
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is up to the butter manufacturers 
to produce butter that keeps well. 
In a recent survey at the Okla- 
homa Agricultural Experiment 
Station on the quality of butter 
purchased from retail outlets, it 
was found much of the butter had 
apparently deteriorated during 
passage through normal] merchan- 
dising channels 

Too many butter manufacturers 
believe that their responsibility 
ends with the sale of the butter 
to a retail outiet. Our conten- 
tion is that, since cartoned butter 
carries the name of the butter 
factory on the carton, the manu- 
facturer should take the respon- 
sibility of seeing that the condi- 
tions of holding in the stores are 
satisfactory for maintaining good 
quality and that the butter passes 
through the merchandising chan- 
nels as quickly as possible 

It would be well for all butter 
manufacturers to run keeping 
quality tests on their butter and 
to pick up samples at _ retail 
stores. This would tell them what 
quality of butter the housewife 
would find in their package, rath- 
er than the quality of the butter 
as they saw it when packed 


Price important factor . 


Price appears to be an impor- 
tant factor in deciding whether to 
purchase butter. The respondents 
were asked, “If butter were the 
same price as oleomargarine is 
now, would you use more butter?” 
Approximately 72 per cent said 
‘yes,” indicating that a lower 
price would induce more people to 
eat butter. However, since about 
23 per cent said “no,” it appears 
that there are a lot of people 
who consider oleo the better buy 
even at a low price for both prod- 
ucts. Here again, we see the need 
for butter that is distinctly supe- 
rior to oleomargarine in flavor, 
uniformity, and keeping quality. 

Supposing the price of oleo 
were the same as butter is now, 
would the people eat less oleo? 
About 65 per cent said “yes" but 
31 per cent said “no.” Can you 
imagine this high a percentage of 
people willing to pay the same 
price for oleo as for butter? Our 
findings indicate that this is true 
It looks as if we have a selling 
job to do on butter. Can we do it 
with just ordinary B grade but- 
ter? We think not 


Best price 46 to 50 cents 


The consumers were asked what 
price each was willing to pay per 
pound of butter. Approximately 
70 per cent would pay 40 cents or 
more; 41 per cent, 50 cents or 
more; 17 per cent, 60 cents or 
more; 7 per cent, 70 cents or 
more 4 per cent, 80 cents or 
more; and 3 per cent, 90 cents or 
more Plotting these data on a 
curve, we find that the price 
should be about 46 cents for 50 
per cent of the people to consider 
it a good buy. These data were 
obtained with respect to the cur- 
rent general quality of butter. If

butter were of uniformly superior 
quality, it would logically com- 
mand a much higher price 

We might expect that the in- 
come level of the family would 
have a great influence on the 
price that people were willing to 
pay for butter and on their choice 
of using butter rather than oleo. 
The data showed no close rela- 
tionship between the price the 
consumers were willing to pay for 
butter and the income level. Also, 
of the consumers contacted, the 
highest percentage of those using 
butter only occurred in the low- 
est income brackets and none of 
the consumers in the highest in- 
come brackets used butter only 

For the entire group of respon- 
dents, about 27 per cent used 
butter only, 47 per cent used oleo 
only, and 27 per cent used both 
products Of the farm group 
many of whom produced milk or 
cream, about 53 per cent used 
oleo only, and 19 per cent used 
both butter and oleomargarine, 
while 29 per cent used butter 
only 

Probably many of these pro- 
ducers who use oleo are loudest 
in their complaints about sur- 
pluses and the low price of but- 
terfat The fact that less than 
one-third of these farmers used 
butter only makes the job of sell- 
ing butter to the rest of the peo- 
ple about as difficult as that of a 
bald-headed man selling a prod 
uct for growing hair 


Manufacture AA and A only... 


Summarizing our findings, we 
may say that one of the biggest 
problems in the butter industry 
lies in improving the quality and 
keeping quality of our product 
While Grade B butter has a 
slightly higher taste preference 
rating than oleomargarine, it 
seems logical that we recommend 
the manufacture of Grades AA 
and A of butter in order that our 
product will be distinctly superior 
to oleo. This seems necessary in 
order to warrant the difference 
in price 

The consumer has a right to 
know what grade of butter she is 
purchasing. Consumers’ grades on 
the package will solve this prob 
lem. We know there are many 
objections from the butter indus 
try to consumer’ grades Our 
contention is that the butter 
should be good enough to make 
the manufacturer proud of his 
product. If the butter is B or C 
grade, we should let the consumer 
know this. Most people like good 
butter, but many of these have 
changed over to the cheaper sub 
stitutes just because of the poor 
quality and keeping quality of 
some of the butter currently on 
the market 

The butter industry should be 
concerned with its product in the 
merchandising channels, The but 
ter should reach the consumers 
tables as soon as possible and 
conditions should be such as to 
prevent deterioration This is 
more the responsibility of the but- 
ter manufacturer than of the re 
tailer 

Most consumers believe that the 
price of butter is too high. Price 
is controlled by supply and de 
mand. In order to create greater 
demand, we must produce a uni- 
formly good product, package it 
attractively, and then give it ade- 
quate sales promotion 

Since most of the consumers 
considered butter superior to oleo 
margarine in flavor food value 
and cooking quality, we ought to 
capitalize on these opinions in an 
educational program to convince 
more people that good butter is 
always better Let's make good 
butter and give it the sales pro- 
motion it deserves, THE END

broilers but replacement  pullets

Good management is still the key 
factor in success, whether the birds 
are on slats or litter.

portance is your need to obtain 
a good high school education in 
the fields of English, mathematics, 
and science 

Second, you will probably not 
be in a position to “firm up” your 
conviction relative to preparation 
for a career in education and re- 
search until you have been in the 
university for some time You 
must have time to prove that you 
can do college-level work and 
maintain at least a “B” average 

When you have satisfied your- 
self as to your ability to handle 
the subjects which are basic to 
the graduate program, then you 
should expand your college under- 
graduate program at the junior 
and senior levels to obtain further 
education in the basic areas 


Higher degrees required 


Third, you will need to accept 
the fact that graduate work will 
be necessary and to plan accord- 
ingly. Under present-day condi- 
tions, a Doctor of Philosophy De- 
gree (Ph.D.) is almost essential 
for appointment to a _ university 
position involving teaching and re- 
search. The first step in_ this 
feat, above the undergraduate pro- 
gram, is the Master’s Degree 

Practically every college depart- 
ment has fellowships and assist- 
antships available for qualified 
graduates. These pay from usu- 
ally $1,500 to $2,500 per year and 
often require that the student as- 
sist the department to a limited 
degree in teaching and research 

These may be called “graduate 
apprenticeship programs” which 
not only finance largely the edu- 
cation of the student but afford 
him an opportunity to gain first- 
hand experience with college 
teaching, research, and admini- 
stration. The minimum time re- 
quirement for a Ph.D. Degree be- 
yond the undergraduate degree is 
three years. This will be extended 
some depending upon the condi- 
tions of the assistantships 

And, in addition to getting the 
proper educational background, 
there are two other basic require- 
ments which the young prospec- 
tive college staff member should 
attempt to satisfy. One is to be 
able to speak and write properly 
The other is to obtain practical 
or commercial experience 

To gain experience in speaking 
and writing, the student should 
be as active as possible in student 
affairs He should develop the 
ability to work with and for peo- 
ple. He must be able to work 
with student groups in organizing 
and conducting meetings 
-In regard to commercial or prac- 
tical experience, some opportunity 
is presented to the student to do 
this during his college days. The 
student should sacrifice wherever 
possible to get the broadest back- 
ground of experience possible in 
this field. For example, in the 
field of dairy technology, which 
involves the processing and manu- 
facturing industry, the students 
are required to spend two sum- 
mers in dairy plant work 

One of the more satisfying as- 
pects of the work of a faculty 
member is that of research, where 
he may contribute greatly to the 
progress of science and to the wel. 
fare of the people by using his 
own creativeness and imagination 

Graduate students at both the 
Master's and the PhD. Degree 
levels are required to prepare 
theses based on their research. 


On the campus, the faculty per- 
son may be an adviser or coun- 
selor for a group of students. He 
will be responsible for teaching 
certain courses in his speciaity 
and to use his own ingenuity wu 
developing these courses. He will 
be responsible for research pro)- 
ects in his field, may conduct 
these cooperatively with other 
staff members or may direct the 
research of graduate students. He 
will meet in conference and serve 
on committees with staff mem- 
bers within and without his de- 
partment in regard to student 
and faculty problems 

The college of agriculture fac- 
ulty member's activities are not 
limited to the campus since he is 
expected to work with off-campus 
groups and individuals in educa- 
tional and developmental matters 

In such a field as dairy tech- 
nology, the staff works closely 
with state and local organizations 
concerned with many problems of 
the industrial phase of dairying 
These may deal with: 

1. Scholarship programs for 
high school students 

2. Adult educational program 
for dairy plant personne! 

3. Technical matters involving 
quality of the raw milk supply 

4. The finished products 

Careers in university and col- 
lege work may not be limited to 
the classroom, to research, or to 
student relations Administrative 
positions are also available 

Qualifications for these positions 
are basically the same as those 
for staff members 

And another thought; obtaining 
a Ph.D. Degree in an agricultural 
field doesn't restrict the young 
person to college work. Far from 
it! The majority of those who re 
ceive these degrees go into indus 
trial positions 

Starting salaries for persons 
with advanced degrees are appre 
ciably higher than those for the 
four-year graduate. Furthermore 
these persons have higher profes 
sional standing at the outset and 
great opportunities for continued 
advancement. A southern univer 
sity has just announced its need 
for a young dairy technologist 
with a Ph.D. Degree and the be 
ginning salary range quoted is 
$6,000 to $7,000 per year 

Federal positions for Ph.D. De- 
gree graduates will be in this 
same range.” Recent advanced po 
sitions filled in leading dairy de 
partments carried salaries of $9,000 
to $10,000 


Provides security 


“Security” and “stability are 
other aspects to be considered as 
one searches for career opportu 
nities. Probably there is no group 
having greater assurance of steady 
employment than those  profes- 
sional persons in agriculture who 
are on the staffs of colleges or of 
federal agencies. The stability of 
the agricultural enterprise is well 
recognized and the person with 
advanced and specialized education 
in agriculture will utilize this sta 
bility to the maximum. THE END
